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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Responsive to the action mailed October 3, 2006, Applicant elects the species of aspirin. 
This election reads on claims 61-70. The election is made with traverse. 

Applicant respectfully submits that since aspirin, warfarin, and heparin are connected by 
the operation (e.g., function) and effect of being anticoagulants, they are not patently distinct 
(M.P.E.P. § 802.01). Thus, Applicant submits that a species election should not be required. 
Applicant understands, however, that if the species election requirement is maintained and a 
generic claim is found to be allowable, claims to the additional species will be considered.
